kept back from the Germ an public 
intil yesterday.

the czar will visit Dantzic in private 
and that no m inister will be present is 
quite wrong. 
Both Count von Buelow 
and Count Lamsdorff will accom pany 
their 
im perial 
m asters. 
A ttem pts, 
therefore, to divest the m eeting of a 
political character are vain. 
N ot tn a t 
im portant political transactions will 
be concluded: but the m ere fact th a t 
Em peror W illiam will have an oppor­ 
tunity of exchanging personally his 
views on pending Q uestions is regarded 
especially im portant. 
As a high offi­ 
cial said: "The em perors will m eet as 
good friends, from the conviction th at 
it is the best thing for both to be good 
friends though attem pts may be m ade 
here and there to m ar th at friendship.

exchange of views with the European 
chancellories on 
the .subject 
taken 
place or even been suggested. 
So far 
as France is concerned she doe« not 
contem plate any step beyond that al­ 
ready taken of sending a w arship to 
protect 
the 
lives 
and properties of 
Frenchm en on the isthm us. 
The gov­ 
ernm ent had not received any news 
from 
its 
representative 
in 
Central 
America concerning the troubles there 
until a day or two ago. 


As these cam*e by mail, they relate 
to events three weeks old, and fail to 
give a clear idea of w hat is taking 
place. 
But it is certain that there 
was nothing calculated to cause alarm 
fog the safety of French Interests.

Palma Asked for Specific Statement Re­ 
garding His Policy If Elected 
President.

H avana. A ugust 24.—A m eeting of 24 
notable persons was held today to con­ 
sider the letter drafted by Ju an Gual- 
l-erto Gomez at the icquest of the com­ 
mittee appointed to address a commu­ 
nication to Thom as E strad a 
Palm a, 
asking for n more specific statem ent 
from him regarding the program he 
would follow if elected president of the 
Cuban republic. The letter says: 


"W ° think the following would be an 
appropriate program in the country’s 
present condition." 


Then follow four clauses dealing w ith 
the question of the commercial treaty 
between the I'nited States and Cuba, 
"which should tend tow ard free trade, 
but at present Cuba needs some income 
from custom s.” 


The second clause recommends 
the 


building up of a system of local tax a­ 
tion and economies in the governm ent. 


The third recommends the paym ent 
of the arm y after a thorough exam ina­ 
tion of all claims. 


The fourth clause, in referring to the 
P latt am endm ent, says: 


‘In m aking treaty relations with the 
United States, which treaty is to be re­ 
spected. the governm ent 
should take 
advantage of any favorable opportuni­ 
ty to influence the l-nitcd States to re ­ 
verse the clauses curtailing Cuban in­ 
dependence and sovereignty.” 


All of the letter was accepted except 
the last part, which was rejected by a 
vote of four to nine, though General 
Maximo Gomez voted for it. It was 
decided to send the letter to Senor 
P alm a w ith an account of the doings 
of the meeting and to aw ait a reply 
from him.

EXHIBITION BUILDINGS 


St. Louis, Aug. 25.—Director of Works 
Taylor of the Louisiana Purchase expo­ 
sition said today that the ground plans 
for the exposition are practically com­ 
plete and that no time would be lost in 
submitting them to the executive commit­ 
tee for formal approval. As soon as this 
lias been done each member of the com­ 
mittee will be allotted one of the princi­ 
pal buildings to design and the actual 
building of the fair will bo begun.

G unnison a n d the G ra n d on the w estern 
slope peaches can be g row n to perfa^- 
tlon. In o th er localities atte n tio n m u st 
be directed to h a rd ie r species, in thi; 
production of which Colorado horticul­ 
tu rists will m a k e large profits in the 
future. 
T he fact th at 
the 
crop this year 
promises to be large is encouraging. It 
m ea n s th a t the G ran d valley, for In­ 
stance, In the m id st of w hich G rand 
J u n c tio n is situated, will receive large 
r e tu rn s for Its crop of peaches and 
o th er fruits, a n d t h a t prosperity will 
prevail there d u r in g the com ing season. 
Gradually, as th e orchard a re a is e x ­ 
tended the v alu e of each y e a r ’s crop 
will be enlarged, a n d It will m ak e busi­ 
ness good and the people prosperous 
e very year. 
In case the supply e x ­ 
ceeds the d e m a n d of the state, new' 
m a rk e ts will be found outside Colorado, 
ju st a s h as been done in the case of 
California fruit, which is sent all over 
the east.—(Red Cliff Blade.

WO STEA M SH IP d isasters in one day rind both 
of them due to carelessness is a sufficient proof 
th a t th e in terests of the traveling public are 
not as carefully protected as they m igat be. 


It is really w onderful w hen one considers the num ber 
of passengers th a t are being rushed across the country 
by steam and by electricity on the railroad?, arid along 
rivers, lakes and oceans in steam boats th a t a larger 
num ber of lives are not sacrificed. 
A certain num ber of 
accidents are unavoidable, and such will alw ays happen, 
but th e num ber of th e se is m uch less than is commonly 
supposed. 
C ertainly th e d isasters to the Islanaer and 
th e City of G olconda do not belong to the unavoidable 
list. 


F ortunately for th e trav elin g public th e tran sp o rta­ 
tion com panies have found by experience th a t it is greatly 
to th eir in terest to p ro tect the public to the fullest, pos­ 
sible extent. 
A proper fe a r of claim s for dam ages and 
euIts for th e ir enforcem ent have been m ore potent than 
reg ard for the public safety in securing b etter construc­ 
tion, better m aintenance and b etter operation. 
^ aese 
th re e things are th e basis of safety for th e traveling 
public, and they a re fa r too im portant to be left entirely to 
th e self-interest of th e railw ay and steam ship lines. 


T he state is concerned not less than th e individuals 
in every railw ay and steam ship disaster, and the invari­ 
able rule should be follow ed in all such cases of careful 
investigation and stern punishm ent of the guilty and the 
careless w hether they be em ployes or officers of the 
corporation.

N LOOKING back over th e history of Colorado and 
the w est there are two qualities of the pioneers that 
are particularly im pressive.

The church, th e school 
an d th e college have been am ong the earliest fruits of 
o u r civilization, and th a t civilization is itself th e result 
of constant, intelligent and w ell-dlrccted effort. 
Our pio­ 
n ee rs have not only had an unsw erving faith in the great 
fu tu re th a t was before our state, but they have had the 
purpose to do all th a t they could tow ards bringing the 
prom ises of th a t future to pass as prom ptly and as largely 
a s it was in th eir pow er to do. 


These qualities of th e pioneers th a t have done so 
m uch for the state in its earlier days are still of the 
u tm ost value, and it is m ost fortunate th a t they are still 
characteristic of the g reat m ajority of our people. 
The 
people of no state are m ore loyal to their own com mon­ 
w ealth than are those of Colorado; no others have a 
g reater pride in its resources and advantages; and few 
if any others are m ore determ ined to m ake the m ost ftw 
ourselves and for our successors of the opportunities th a t 
a re so broadly open before us. 


It is upon such qualities as these even m ore than 
tipon our m aterial undeveloped w ealth th a t our future 
depends.

JU D G E B ELFO R D ON T H E B R IB ER Y 
IN VESTIGATION .

H ERE is hope for the state and for D enver when 
such m en as Judge Belford so fearlessly and 
straightforw ardly denounce corruption and de­ 
mand the fullest investigation in order th a t the 
guilty m ay be punished whoever they m ay be, and th at 
th e evils th a t have become so notorious m ay cease to 
exist. 


Judge B elford’s words are startling. * 
. ^ 


They deserve the w idest publicity. 
“ It is high tim e the public should arouse itself to the 
gravity of the situation w ith w hich it is at present con­ 
fronted. 
The exposure in the A nderson case is simply 
th e culm ination of influences w hich I am credibly in­ 
form ed have been operating in th e W est side court for 
som e tim e. 


“I have been inform ed th a t for years back it has 
been p art of the policy of the d istrict attorney's office 
to regard w ith m arked disfavor any juror who had the 
courage to vote for acquittal. 
The gentlem en in that 
office seem to m ore anxious to m ultiply the num ber of 
scalps on their bolt in the w*.y of convictions than to 
aid in the honest and im partial execution of the laws 
of the land. 
How m any poor devils have been rail­ 
roaded to the penitentiary who w ere innocent, under the 
pressure of the district atto rn ey ’s office and th e con­ 
nivance of corrupt bailiffs, the public will never know. 


“ I ‘‘have been credibly inform ed th a t some of m e dis­ 
trict judges have hesitated to call a grand jury, for the 
rottenness th a t would be exposed by an honest inquisition 
would shock th e conscience of the state and cover it 
w ith disgrace in the eyes of th e nation. 
If th a t be true, 
then it is high tim e th a t such an inquisition should lie 
m ade and th is leper house of corruption and iniquity be 
thoroughly purged and fum igated. 


“It would seem to m e th a t th e legal profession is 
especially interested in this m atter. 
W hat client will 
have the courage to go into a court when he feels that 
his rights are actually in the hands of trafficking bailiffs 
and m ercenary professional jurors, who in the main 
are selected and put on these juries as a rew ard for the 
political dirty work they have done at the prim aries or 
in some convention. 


“If this grand jury is called, as I hope it will be, it 
should be composed of the best m en in this county—men 
who will have but one am bition and th a t is to expose alh 
rascals who have been in any way connected w ith pol­ 
luting the stream s of public justice. 
L et th eir investiga­ 
tion cover the whole field, not only the crim inal court, 
but the civil court. 
If any attem pt is made to cover up 
the iniquity which every honest m an believes exists and 
which every "¿instil knows does exist, then this com mun­ 
ity is on the tobogggan-slide to destruction. 


“W ho will invest their money in a com m unity w here 
there is neither public nor private security? 
W ho will 
take the responsibility of rearing their children in a 
com m unity that idly stands by and possibly sanctions the 
corruption and w eakening of th e ir judicial institutions? 


“A courthouse should be the refuge of the w eak, the 
oppressed and the poor, and not th e engine used for their 
destruction. W hen a judge declares th a t his opinions are 
sacred I w ant him first to prove th a t he is infallible. 


“Public opinion is not going to be intim idated by 
th re ats of punishing for contem pt those who have the 
courage to express th eir u tter detestation of the m ethods 
which the present inquiry has disclosed to exist. 


“ W hat th e people w ant to know is the ex tent of the 
present corruption and venality and how far they extend 
into the past. 
It is high tim e th a t we have a general 
house-cleaning and th a t certain arrogant and insolent 
rascals be taught th a t there are som e institutions th a t 
we intend a t least to keep pure and beyond th e touch of 
th e ir polluted fingers. 


“T he character and reputation of the state depend 
on the honesty and vigor w ith w hich this proposed in­ 
vestigation is to be made. 
A special prosecutor whose 
reputation is above suspicion or reproach should be 
appointed to conduct it and the selection of th e grand 
jury should not be trusted to m en whose honesty is a 
subject of public discussion. 


“From such an investigation, conducted 
on honest 
lines, honest m en have nothing to fear and rogues will 
only 
Uie punishm ent their iniquity m erits." 


T he alarm ing features of th e situation could not be 
m ore forcibly or plainly set forth. 
It may be th a t the 
statem ent of Judge Belford is som ew hat exaggerated, and 
we hope for the honor of the state th a t it. is, but the 
m ere fact th a t such a statem ent iB m ade by n m an of 
Judge Belford’s character and experience is a sufficient 
reason, if none other existed, for dem anding a thorough 
com plete and unsparing investigation of the courts of 
D enver and .Arapahoe county. 


This the G azette believes will be had. for wa believe 
th a t public sentim ent in D enver is a t last arouse.1 to the 
evils th a t have m cnaced th e city for so long, and th a t 
th ere is in D enver sufficient public sentim ent of th e right 
kind, when it is aroused, to com pel th e punishm ent of 
the guilty and the cessation of th e evils. 


Tow ards this leyult the w ishes and sym pathy of all 
honest citizens throughout the state will tend.

PROGRESS A T PU EB LO .

H E SCALE upon which im provem ents are being 
m ade a t Pueblo is shown by the announcem ent 
th a t th e first of the six new blast furnaces is 
now com pleted and ready for use. W ork of con­ 
struction has been going on day and night for a y ea r and 
a half and the furnace cost $750,000. 
It consists in the 
m ain of a vast cylinder of boiler iron 100 feet high and 
lined six feet thick all around w ith fire brick. The skipw ay 
or steel hoisting fram e on one side w eighs 80 tons. 
Four 
boiler plate stoves for th e hot air blast are each 100 feet 
high and 22 feet in diam eter and filled w ith Are brick 
flues. 
These, w ith two im m ense engines of th e finest 
p attern, bring th e 
cost 
of 
th e furnace up to over 
$1,000,000. 
W ork of construction of the o ther five is 
w ell started. 


Such large enterprises as th ese are sure to bring a 
large increase of population not only from those actually 
em ployed at the steel w orks but from others in m any 
different occupations. 


The prospects for rapid grow th and developm ent at 
Pueblo w ere never b etter th an now.

TITLE MAKING IN ENGLAND AND AMERICA.

Among the more or less perplexing questions which the late session of the 
B ritish parliam ent had to settle, was the future title of Edw ard VII. V ictoria s 
title, as imperial appellations go, was very simple—Queen of G reat B ritain and 
Ireland, Defender of the Faith, Em press of India. 
Colonial Secretary Cham ­ 
berlain did not 11 Uo it and 
im mediately after the accession of the king made 
a proposition to add to It some modern royal im provements. 
Some malicious 
persons suggested th at the great jingo statesm an w as endeavoring to curry 
favor w ith the new monarch with the view to a peerage when the post-coro- 
r.ation prizes and decorations are distributed next year. It is due to Mr. Cham ­ 
berlain, however, to say th a t his friends claimed th a t bis patriotic 
breast 
throbbed w ith a far nobler and loftier motive, namely, an intense desire to 
bind all the English speaking possessions more firmly to the m other country. 
This was rather a cheap way of accomplishing th at object if it could be done, 
besides a t the same time bringing down the other bird, viz.: thé deep g rati­ 
tude of his imperial m aster. 


The Chambei lain suggestion was greeted w ith a chorus of commendation 
in the Tory newspapers, but when he gave tft the world his pet name for his 
sovereign, all England was nearly unanim ous th at as a royal title maker, he 
was a dismal failure. 
“ King of G reat B ritain and Ireland and 
of 
G reater 
Britain beyond the Seas’’ was the extraordinary verbal adornm ent which was 
forged in the Chamberlain brain and brought down on its author the ridicule 
of both the mother country and the colonies. 
Mr. Edw ard Yates, in his bril­ 
liant London newspaper, disposed of the unm eaning absurdity of the thing in 
this fashion: "G reater B ritain’’ is a clap-trap expression, scarcely rising above 
the level of political slang. It w as the telling title of Sir Charles D ilke’s book; 
r.nc! f'om the publisher's point of view w as a happy hit. 
B ut it is not the 
name of any organized political community, it is not even a geographical ex- 
prtssion. 
Besides ‘G reater B ritain beyond the Seas’ implies a ‘Lesser B ritain 
within th^ Seas'—the ‘narrow seas’ as they used to be called. G reat B ritain is 
a term which may be inoffensively used to designate G reat B ritain w ith her 
(olonies and dependencies, as distinguished from G reat B ritain w ithout them, 
but cannot be fittingly employed to describe the colonies and dependencies to 
the exclusion and disparagem ent of the m other country. W e are not content 
to dwindle into Little B ritain.'’ 


Then came a small N iagara of suggestions. The governor general of Can­ 
ada and his ministers, having been consulted, proposed th at after the present 
title there be added the words: 
"K ing of Canada, A ustralia, South Africa, 
and all the British Dominions beyond the Seas," or “K ing of G reat B ritain and 
Ireland, Em peror of India, and Sovereign Lord of all the B ritish Dominions 
beyond the Seas.” 
A ustralia made this contribution: 
“Of G reat B ritain and 
Ireland King, Defender of the Faith, Em peror of India, and Sovereign Lord 
of the B ritish Realms beyond the Seas." Lord Salisbury stepped on the scene 
next and, in his speech on the “Title bill.” in the house of lords, proposed to 
let the king within the next six months have the privilege of re-christening 
himself, intim ating th at he would probably do it in this style: 
"Edw ard VII., 
by the Grace of God, of the United Kingdom of G reat B ritain and Ireland, and 
all the B ritish Dominions beyond the Sens, King, Defender of the F aith, E m ­ 
peror of India." 
“Defender of the F aith ,” we are assured, w as designedly 
placed where it stands am ong ihe string of titles in order th a t the king's Mos­ 
lem and Hindoo subjects should be convinced th at no effort would be made 
on the part of the crown to convert them to the faith he will solemnly swear 
to defend. 
In other words, he will be a C hristian in the kingdom and the re­ 
verse of it in the great eastern possessions th a t scorn C h ristian ity . 
W hat a 
m ockery the whole thing is! 


W hen the first congress under the present Constitution met. the members 
of it found that they had some title-m aking to do. 
It arose over the title of 
the president. Upon this point the senate and house of representatives differed. 
The form er w anted to style him: "H is H ighness, George W ashington, President 
of the United States and Protector of Their Liberties.’’ 
The house held out 
against the ridiculous characterization 
and 
finally won. 
The fath er of his 
country got no other title than th a t of "George W ashington, President of the 
United States.” 
And so it has descended to all his successors, the sim plest 
and the greatest title on earth. 


PLEASURES OF THE RICH.

No longer envy fills the heart of those who read their favorite newspaper 
descriptions of the almost royal round of gayety indulged in by the rich. Lines 
have been draw n around and about the millionaires; lines th a t exclude those 
of modest pretensions, and the general public stands to one side, w atchful and 
expectant. 
Indeed, the doings of the rich have become to m any interesting 
reading, and, perhaps, contributory to the enjoym ent of millions. If the m ulti­ 
millionaire« take the ccntev of the ring, as if were, the day ldboieis clam ber 
Ihe surrounding benches to watch the progress of the show. 


A lthough an aristocracy constituted on the lines of other countries is im ­ 
possible In this, it Is not an unpleasant thought th at the places left vacant 
by the social demise of certain families are a t once filled w ith entertainers 
of rare ability. 
It would be hard to the benches if ugly holes rem ained in 
the social ranks, or, worse still, if jaded and shabby persons hung on by the 
mere virtue of an ancient name. 
W hat the outside public requires is a ring 
full of social aspirants put upon their m etal “to do stu n ts”th a t are variegated 
and picturesque. 
To be sure, these entertainers m ust be costly and magnifi­ 
cent or they become tiresome. 


Newport, this season, is the proud owner of the greatest social circus th a t 
Fashion has ever set up in this home of the free and land of the brave. W’ealth 
runs as from a street hydrant, and every form o? pleasure is e x h ib ite d in its 
m ost attractive form. 
D emocratic sim plicity th a t applauds the yarn stock­ 
ings of the Imm ortal B enjam in F ranklin has given way to the aristocratic 
grandeur of Louis XIV., which clad the limbs of retainers in silken hose. By 
dav and by night there is the sound of laughter and music, and the fetes and 
the banquets are telegraphed from A tlantic to Pacific. 


If elegance m aintained by millions is all of the spectacle afforded the w age­ 
w orkers the entertainm ent would lose its chief attractiveness. 
But there is 
more. D escriptions of yachts, sailing and steam ing; of tennis courts thronged 
w ith picturesquely-attired women, of gayly-caparisoned horses and equipages 
of every shape and form, of ballrooms thronged w ith belles w earing a king’s 
rar.som in jewels, are all well enough, b u t there is more. 
Interest centers in 
the actors. 
In their m arriages and divorces, in their struggles and conquests, 
in their daily lives. B ut the most interesting suggestion of all is th a t the chief 
actors in the social circles are practically newcomers. Their origin is a tribute 
to the energy and character of some indom itable person who conquered his 
o” r, environm ent, am assed fortune and launched his offspring on the fashion­ 
able tan bark. W hat has been done will continue to be done; from the world's 
great fields m ust be taken the choice exotics of the greenhouse. 


Therefore, when the iron worker or the mill hand contem plates the extrav­ 
agances of the rich and examines the origin of those who lavish it, he ex­ 
periences no hospitality in his emotions b u t on the contrary realizes th a t for­ 
tune m ay prove its key to open the gate to N ew port society. 
It is the most 
dem ocratic society since the days of Napoleon the F irst, who raised men of 
genius from the ranks to a peerage and eievated hardw orking laundresses from 
the w ashtubs to the highest positions in the first court of Europe.

A m ericans divided as they may be by sectional sentim ents unite in prais­ 
ing the American girl. Travel cast or west, north or south, the tongue of man 
universally praises the Am erican girl for her comely appearance, her intel­ 
ligence, capability, style and deportm ent. 
All the praises to which genuine 
womanhood is entitled, praises for modesty, and virtue, for ability to m ain­ 
tain herself, for capacity in the sacred relationships of the home are liberally 
aw arded to her. Such is the rule governing expressions, but to this rule there 
are exceptions. 


One exception is afforded by the young woman of the great eastern cities. 
Thosi who are in this class aggregate hundreds. Their appearance challenges 
modesty. 
They are to be found on the g reat thoroughfares. 
They come from 
every w alk of life, from those who rank the highest in the social scale and 
from those who toll for a living in humble callings. It is not merely fashion. 
The linen or muslin shirt has been in vogue for m any years. 
It has not m a­ 
terially altered in cut or design this season, and it has not been made more 
open by the introduction of insertions of lace, yet, this sum m er a curious change, 
has taken place. It m ay be due to the total abandonm ent of the corset in some 
instances, and by the w earing of very low corsets In other instances. W h at­ 
ever the cause, the effect is the same. A peculiar, vibratory movement is given 
to the sh irt w aist suggestive of sub-surface disturbances. 
This would pos­ 
sibly be ignored by the male passerby as an accident, If It w ere not for the 
hundreds, who so dressed, intim ate the existence of a prevailing fashion. Nay 
more, the m aids and m atrons, seem possessed by the consciousness th a t the 
fashion has not escaped masculine observation. 


A nother exception is afforded by the sam e young women in the handling 
of the skirt. Some years ago the gentlem aid slyly lifted her skirt to her shoe 
top and believed herself prodigal if she revealed a glimpse of a stocking. Today 
she draw s her sk irt sideways until it rests smootfi and tig h t over her lower 
limbs, revealing all her poetic lines, from w aist to ankle. 
The city bred girl 
knows full well w hat she is doing. 
It is no accident. 
W hat is the meaning 
of this? 
Is native, natu ral modesty dying or are Am erican girls becoming 
more truly natural? 


D uring the last 20 years the Introduction of the typew riter in all business 
offices has m ade the American girl a com petitor w ith young men in com mer­ 
cial circles. 
Nay, the male youth who began his life w ith a clerkship, has 
been driven out by the Am erican girl. 
In the city of New York 15.000 young 
women are employed at w ages running from '$10 to' <20 a week. They are capa­ 
ble, industrious and intelligent. 
B ut w hat is the result? 


H undreds of young girls have become th e chief support of their families. 
They have become independent, im patient of control, and assertive of their 
rights as they regard them. 
A fter a day a t the offlce, they seek an evening 
of am usem ent. 
H arm less and innocent these pleasures may be. but they are 
destructive of the home life and homely virtues. Few m ake their own clothes, 
few m end or sew and few know how. The needle has become a neglected tool 
in the w ork basket. W herever they live, and they live mostly in flats, a new 
industry has sprung up. I t is the delicatessen store. This is the refuge of the 
lazv, im provident housewife of today. In order to spare energy and save tim e 
the delicatessen store provides cooked m eats, pickled o r smoked flsh, and other 
edibles. The result is obvious, it m ustn ecessarlly fo U o w - th a t the A m erican

M 
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Colorado to Adopt th e Land Tax, 


(Topeka Capital.) 


Like K ansas, Colorado recently creat­ 
ed a tax commission to go through the 
state laws and recommend changes, but 
particularly "to investigate 
the 
tax 
laws of New Zealand and the A u stra­ 
lian colonies, and the effect of 
such 
law s.” 


The commission consisted of 
three 
senators, the chairm an and most active 
member being Jam es W. Bucklin. The 
commission has rendered an extensive 
report, which seems to be in fact the 
report of Senator Bucklin, and which 
has been printed. In a preface to the 
report. Senator Bucklin says: 


"One of the most persistent objections 
to a system of land value taxation has 
been the claim th a t such system w as a 
mere theory and not practical. 
The 
system of land value taxation now ex­ 
isting in the colonies 
of A ustralasia 
forever Mien es such contentions.” Sen­ 
ato r Bucklin later adds: 
“My hope is 
th a t the American stales, and first of 
all my own state of 
Colorado, 
may 
likewise find relief 
from 
intolerable 
fiscal 
and 
economic 
conditions, 
by 
adopting the rational system of ta x a ­ 
tion which has been so successful in 
the progressive colonies of A ustrala­ 
sia.” 


Senator Bucklin, we hope, will not be 
disappointed. N othing is more 
desir­ 
able than th a t some one state, and pre­ 
ferably Colorado, 
should 
experim ent 
w ith novel taxation schemes for the 
benefit of the rest of the country. 


In the preparation of his report Sena­ 
tor Bucklin w ent to A ustralia, traveled 
upw ards of 20,000 miles and made 
a 
study of the practical operation of the 
A ustralian laws under favorable cir­ 
cum stances. Most of the tax laws of 
A ustralasia, he 
reports, 
arc 
neither 
novel nor w orthy of special considera­ 
tion. “ But the colonies have one tax 
law, different from any 
in 
America, 
which may be called the A ustralasian 
land value law .” I t is a law “ taxing 
land according to its value, excluding 
all personal property therefrom .” 


The hasty reader at once leaps to the 
conclusion th a t this is H enry George’s 
fam ous "single tax,” but he is in error. 
The single tax is not in eA-lstence, eith­ 
er in A ustralia or out of A ustralia. The 
A ustralian tax is a small land value 
tax in practical operation and is ac­ 
companied and supplem ented by v ari­ 
ous other taxes, a3 in other states and 
countries. The greater p art of A ustra­ 
lian revenues arc raised 
from 
other 
than the land value 
tax. It 
Is 
not, 
therefore, the 
“solution 
of 
the 
tax 
problem.” Many A ustralian land tax 
champions vigorously denounce H enry 
Heorgeisni. 


Furtherm ore, 
the 
A ustralian 
land 
value tax Is not a system. It is a de­ 
tail. It is not a general act, but is the 
act of several colonies, four out of the 
seven colonies having adopted the tax 
to secure needed additional revenues; 
New South W ales put it in 
to 
take 
the place of tariff duties, and New Zea­ 
land adopted it in place of the general 
property tax. such as we have In K an­ 
sas and Colorado. At first the land tax 
am ounted to about 2 mills, but it has 
been advanced to over 5 mills and the 
tendency is to increase this element in 
taxation a t a reduction in other ele­ 
ments. 


The tax is, In fact, the appropriation 
by the state for current expenses of a 
small p art of the rent of land, exclusive 
of im provements, which 
are 
exempt 
from taxation. That it has resulted in 
stim ulating building to a considerable 
pxtent and in the breaking up and dis­ 
posal by non-resident owners of their 
idle lands held for a speculative rise, 
seems to be 
the 
general 
testim ony. 
T hat It has worked satisfactorily is the 
opinion at least of the officials and peo­ 
ple of A ustralia, there being apparently 
a complete collapse of the sentim ent 
against it a t the time of its original 
adoption. 


Says Senator Bucklin: “My conclu­ 
sions are, after careful observation and 
the most m inute anqfc painstaking ex­ 
am ination of all d ata which I could 
procure, th at 
the A ustralasian 
land 
value tax is the best fiscal measure, 
and the greatest fiscal success, 
ever 
adopted 
by 
any 
country 
or 
com­ 
m unity.” 


We hope to see the enterprising state 
of Colorado take up this land value, or 
rent, tax and exploit it. It is best th at 
some one state should try on these tax 
novelties, so th at in case of failure the 
W'hole country will not be the sufferer, 
and we know of no state th a t owes it 
more to the country to form ulate som e­ 
thing practical in a financial way than 
Colorado. 


Cuba and the S ugar Question. 


(New York Evening Post.) 


The question of reciprocity or possi­ 
ble free trade with Cuba has suddenly 
assum ed g reat public im portance, but 
there has never been a moment, since 
the w ar w ith Spain began, when it did 
not figure largely in the minds of in­ 
fluential persons and classes 
in this 
country. Two events have given it fresh 
interest at this time. 
One is the en­ 
largem ent of the ci^itnl stock of the 
Sugar Refining 
company, 
commonly 
called the Sugar trust, by $15,000,000 
of new cash subscriptions, which points 
to the acquisition of properties in Cuba 
for the production of sugar. 
The an ­ 
nouncement of this addition to the capi­ 
tal of the company was accompanied 
by a published interview w ith Mr. H. 
O. H avem eyer, in which he said th a t an 
application would be made to congress 
for the adm ission of raw' sugar from 
Cuba free of duty, and th a t in his opin­ 
ion the application would be successful. 
The other fact of im mediate interest is 
the energetic protest issued by the do­ 
mestic sugar-producers, both beet and 
cane, against any such proceeding. 


There are several elements in this 
problem which will need to be consider­ 
ed before a solution can be reached. 
The first, and in the long run the most 
influential, is the situation of Cuba 
and the United States in reference to 
each other. The former, as our corres­ 
pondent, Mr. A lbert G. Robinson, set 
forth in our columns yesterday, is cap­ 
able of producing as much sugar as is 
now consumed in the civilized world. 
The U nited States is the largest sugar­ 
consuming country in the world, and is 
situated w ithin a few hours’ 
sail 
of 
this rich sugar estate. W hat Cuba needs 
to call forth her energies in this line of 
industry Is capital. The United States 
can supply this requisite w ithout stint, 
and will do so even under the term s of 
the Dingley tariff; much more under 
a system of free trade. H ere is a per­ 
sistent force of self-interest, which co­ 
incides in some degree also w ith the 
public interest, and which will work 
untiringly and w ithout ceasing for the 
introduction of raw sugar from Cuba 
free of duty, either with or ■vithout the 
annexation of the island. We are not 
prepared to say th a t Mr. H avem eyer 
w as too confident in his prediction th at 
free sugar will win the fight at W ash­ 
ington, although It may not win the 
first battle. Of course, the beet-sugar 
and the cane-sugar interests of tho 
United S tates will oppose any reduction 
of the duties on raw sugar, and will de­ 
m and th a t the other protected inter­ 
ests shall m ake common cause w ith 
them. 


The next elenient of im portance is 
the fact th a t the governm ent derives a 
revenue of $60,000,000 per annum from 
the duties on sugar. 
Under tho Mc­ 
Kinley tariff of 1880, the duties on raw 
sugar were repealed, and this loss of 
revenue w as ono of the prime causes 
contributing to the treasury deficit and 
the panic of 1893. The fiscal question 
whether the government can afford to 


th ro w , over the sugar duties Is too im ­ 
portant to be ignored. 
On the other 
hand, the argum ent will be advanced 
th a t w hat the treasu ry loses in the w ay 
of revenue 
the people 
will gain 
In 
cheaper sugar. In this argum ent there 
will be m uch force unless the Sugar 
tru st finds some w ay to pocket the dif­ 
ference. It will do so if it can. T h at is 
to be expected, und is not blam ew orthy, 
since business is business. If the gov­ 
ernm ent arranges its affairs so 
th a t 
John Doe or R ichard Roe can make 
inordinate gains, it m ust expect them 
to take all th a t is put in their way. 


One kind of arrangem ent to put in­ 
ordinate gains in the treasu ry .of the 
Sugar tru st would be to adm it raw su­ 
g ar free and to put a duty on refined. 
A nother would be to adm it sugar-from 
Cuba free and to tax the article grown 
in other co u n tris.; Presum ably the bulk 
of the sugar industry of Cuba will be 
in Am erican hands before long, the 
tru st having the lion’s share. 
To ad­ 
m it the sugar of Cubans free and to 
tax th a t of the other 
W est 
Indies, 
would 
make them 
rich 
beyond the 
dream s of avarice, and would ruin the 
British islands, w ith the possibic ex­ 
ception 
of 
Jam aica 
and 
Barbados, 
which are not wholly 
dependant 
on 
sugar. The sugar islands of the Lesser 
Antilles are a t the point of starvation 
all the time, and this blow would finish 
them. 


Of course there is a middle ground 
between Cuban sugar free and the pres­ 
ent duty of about two cents per pound. 
There have been hints a t .W ashington 
th a t the president would recom mend a 
reduction of 20 or 26 per cent in favor 
of Cuba. All the principles which gov­ 
ern the traffic, and which we have con­ 
sidered above, apply to a reduood duty, 
as well as to an entire repeal. The do­ 
m estic producers will oppose the repeal, 
and it rem ains to be seen how m uch the 
adm inistration really desires to favor 
Cuban interests. 
The latter have the 
suspicion th a t reciprocity will be kept 
dangling before them ju?t beyond their 
reach, as a lure for annexation, 
and 
th a t the pecuniary tem ptation 
will 
eventually overcome w hat rem ains of 
the desire for independence in the isl­ 
and. 


The 
G reatest 
A chievem ent 
of

The tw entieth century will be an era 
or m ighty achievem ent, but none g reat­ 
er than the transform ation 
of 
arid 
America from an uninhabitable w aste 
into a fertile territory, teem ing w ith a 
dense and prosperous population. 


As Secretary of the Interior H itch­ 
cock has said: “T hat this vast acreage, 
capable of sustaining and com fortably 
supporting, under a proper system of 
irrigation, a population of a t least 50, 
000,000 people, should rem ain practically 
a desert, is not in harm ony w ith ihe 
progressive 
spirit of the age or 
in 
keeping w ith the possibilities of the 
future.” 


The time is ripe for the accom plish­ 
m ent of this g reat national purpose. 
So long as there was an abundance of 
unoccupied governm ent land open to 
homestead settlers which did not re­ 
quire irrigation to be productive, there 
was no reason why the nation should 
undertake the g reat work of the re­ 
clam ation of the arid region. 


B ut th a t tim e has gone by, and now 
we see thousands upon th o u san d s,‘of 
homeseekers gathering on the edge^of, 
the Kiowa reservation, w aiting, not-for 
a home on the larid, but for the-chance 
to draw lots for one. M any thqtlWaitWs 
of these would-be homebuilders^wiifi-be 
turned 
back w ith b itter 
dlsapp*61Ht- 
m»nt in their hearts. A few fortunate 
ones will possess the promised land. 


And Uncle Sam has a hundred m il­ 
lion acres left of his ,great farm which 
h e can subdivide am ong his children, 
and give to every industrious m an who 
w ants a home on the land a chance to 
get it, for a generation yet to come, if 
congress will heed the dem ands of the 
people, and inaugurate a sound and 
sensible policy for the reclam ation and 
settlem ent of the arid public domain. 


The obstacles in the way are being 
rapidly 
overcome. 
The 
east, 
as 
a 
result 
of 
the 
persistent 
ed­ 
ucational 
cam paign 
w h ich ' 
has 
been carried on by the N ational Irrig a­ 
tion association for the last two years, 
Is becoming thoroughly aw akened to the 
gigantic possibilities of the Increase of 
our national w ealth and prosperity, the 
enlargem ent of the home m arket for 
our m anufacturers, the opening up of 
opportunities for em ployment for our 
workers, and for the homeseekers to 
get land, through the building by the 
national governm ent of the great stor­ 
age 
reservoirs and main line 
canals 
which are necessary to bring the w ater 
w ithin reach of settlers. 


The people of the west, and the peo­ 
ple of the whole country, have repudi­ 
ated state cession, and will refuse to be 
led into the shoals and quicksands of 
any scheme which would tu rn the con­ 
trol of the solution of this great prob­ 
lem over to state politicians or state 
legislatures, or put any im pedim ents 
in the way of the settler who desires 
to go upon the public land and build 
his home there. 


W here can there be found a subject 
m ore fitted to arouse the enthusiasm 
and pride of every American citizen 
than the transform ation of this vast 
desert region into happy and prosper­ 
ous homes for m any millions more of 
patriotic Am erican citizens. 


And if we are to accomplish this great 
result, we m ust take as the slogan of 
the movement, “Se.ve the forests and 
store the floods." 
The preservation of 
the forests is of first im portance. We 
m ust rem em ber alw ays the old A rab 
saying th at "the tree is the m other of 
the fountain.” 
W ith the experience of 
the past before us, we know th a t tho 
destruction of the forests m eans the 
destruction of the w ater supplies, and 
not only present desolation, b u t hope­ 
less aridity. 


The forests are nature's storage res­ 
ervoirs. 
W ithout them artificial sto r­ 
age reservoirs will be useless. 
But if 
wc will not only preserve the forests 
but also store the flood w aters, th a t 
now go to w aste, in g reat reservoirs 
w here they can be utilized for irriga­ 
tion, and for power for all industrial 
purposes, we can create in the w estern 
half of the United States an addition 
to our national w ealth and resources 
which will double it. It is idle to talk 
of this g reat w ork being accomplished 
by private capital or private enterprise. 
I t is a national problem ju st as much 
as were the dikes of Holland, or the 
great Nile dam , or the irrigation works 
of India. It is the creation of a coun­ 
try where there was none before.

On August 21!. M. Constans communi-

WAS WORST IN JERSEY CITY 


Much Damage Done and Many Buildings 


Wrecked Including a Church and a 


Theater—No Loss of Life,

New York, Aug. 24.—A violent and 


•protracted,. rainstorm, accompanied by 
wind which in some sections approach- 
ed the proportions of a hurricane, swept 
icver .NewflTorfc city, Westchester coun- 
ty and the northeastern portion of New 
Jersey this"afternoon.-".The most dam- 
age so far reported WAS at Jersey City 
where many buildings were wrecked, 
including a church and theater.

struction. Two Wind Storms seemingly 
met in the neighborhood of Newark 
avenue and Barrow street and n cy- 
cionlc condition resulted.

over. .Telegraph poles and wires fell.

ANSWERS TO QUERIES. 


Free to Gazette Subscribers. 


To the Editor of the Gazette:—I am 


a Kansas farmer and have had enough 
of grasshoppers, cyclones and

winds. I am looking for a good loca- 
tion for cattle raising, and have been 
recommended to the Grand river val- 
ley. At what railway stations should 
I stop to gain 'an idea of the country? 
Where Is the Plateau creek 
country 
and from what station Is it most easily 
reached? Is there open range for cat- 
tle all the year around, or if not what 
provision is made for winter feeding? 
I have i four sons and am a veteran of 
the big war. If I am suited rny sons 
expect to follow me to Colorado. Col. 


of Colorado Springs knows 
me well and was my commanding offi- 
cer in 1864. 


1. Western Colorado is In general a 
gradual slope from the mountains to-> 
wards the west. The valleys are nar- 
row and deep. From the edge of the 
streams one sees on either side what 
appear to be ranges of hills bt moun- 
tains but they are In reality usually 
the edges of the table lands or "flat 
tops," also called, in Spanish, "mesas." 
The valley ranges from narrow canons 
to ten or twenty or even Wore miles 
in width. Farming begins at near 9.000 
feet above sea level, and there are some 
hay ranches at a higher altitude. These 
upper ranches are chiefly devoted to 
raising milk cows and hay for the min- 
ing cities and towns. General farming 
becomes practicable at 7,000 feet, and 
below 6,000 the land Is considered to he 
good for fruit, -The great forage crop 
Is alfalfa. The summer range is on the 
tops of the mesas already mentioned 
and winter feeding Is general In all the 
western part of Coloi-ado. In many 
cases the cattle owners are not farmers 
but buy their hay from the ranchmen, 
and drive the cattle from place to place 
to get the winter feed. The prevailing 
price at some distance from the rail- 
road is $4 a ton, at which price the 
ranchman also undertakes to feed tho 
alfalfa from the tanks to the cattle as 
needed. The rental for hay ranches Is 
about $1 annually for each ton. Eagle, 
Gypsum and Rifle are centers of rich 
farming 
and grazing country. The 
Plateau: valley Is most easily reached 
from De Becjue. It Is quite a distance 
off the main line of travel, the lower 
end of the valley being closed by a 
canon that makes access to the valley 
difficult.

Is none the less a highly interesting 
and enjoyable one, full of novelty and 
unusual diversion for ovary moment. 
There were seven In the party—Mr. 
and Mrs. George K. Harmon of Chica- 
go, Mrs. S. C. Curry of Aurora, 111.; 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles F. Painter, 
Miss 
Stella 
Painter 
and Mrs. 
James L. Allen of Tellurlde. Sat- 
urday noon they were met at Do- 
lores by S. P.' Thomas, who makes a 
specialty of conducting parties to the 
cllft dwellings and who I* especially 
fitted and equipped for the business. 
Under his care and direction the trip 
Is made as comfortable and pleasant as 
it Is. possible to make a trip on horse- 
back over rugged mountain trails, and 
of the several routes to the cliff houses 
that via Cortez. and across Mega Verde 
Is the shortest and most interesting 
of all. The drive by stagef rom Dolores, 
where the* railroad is left, Is a most 
beautiful and Interesting two hours' 
journey over an excellent road, the 
view from the high plateau separating 
the Dolores from tha Montezuma valley 
taking In the last named valley for 
thirty miles, the 
picturesque Mesa 
Verde, and In the distance for at least 
a hundred miles the dim outlines of 
the Blue mountains in Utah and nu- 
merous peaks . in Arizona and New 
Mexico Is unsurpassed In the 
entfro 


world. From Cortez, the second day, 
there Is a drive of five miles to the base 
of ;the bluffs leading up on Mesa Verde 
where saddle animals are taken. 


To the trip and In camp at the Spruce 
tree ruins there fs Just enough of ad- 
venture and romance to cause even the 
novitiate at horseback riding to forget 
entirely his or her weariness, and-even 
those who often visited the ancient ru- 
ins never tire of studying the Interest-1 
Ing plies and contemplating the habits 
and customs of'the' prehistoric race 
who bullded them." It Is a pity that the 
government did not years ago take 
steps to preserve these ruins, protect 
them from vandalism and provide a 
way making them more easy of access 
to archaeologists and the hundreds of 
common people Interested In antiquity. 
It is too late now to prate of vandalism 
as these fiends have done their worst 
and carried away the last loose evi- 
dence of the mechanical and artlstlcal 
skill of this extinct people. But there 
Is still time to protect the ruins from 
further defacement and to construct a 
,road making the region accessible to 
wheeled vehicles, although the elimina- 
tion of the horseback ride over tfie 
crude trails will take with It much of 
the romance of the trip. 


Under thf guidance of Mr. Thomas 
and his assistant, Mr. Joe Kelley, the 
tourist finds the expedition full of nov- 
elty and Interest from start to finish. 
Absolutely familiar with every foot of

country,

with and speaking readily the jargon 
of the Ute and Navajo Indians, bands 
of whom are often encountered, and

The total output of the Pueblo steel 
works for 1000 was 266, 476,854 pounds of 
pig Iron: 16,141,601 pounds of spikes, 
nuts and bolts; 3,412,951 pounds of plate; 
66,476,661 pounds of merchant Iron; 
8,888,600 pounds of Spiegel; 
240,700,457 
pounds of steel rails: 22,262,144 pounds 
of castings- and 
10,070,138 pounds of 
water pipe, the total market value of 
which was $6,684,620. 
This makes a grand total output for 
Pueblo's three smelters and steel works 
of $81,801,046. 
The pay rolls of the above plants 
amounted to about $3,200,000. 
The railroads centering In Pueblo 


handled 1,062,600 freight cars and 115,450 
passenger cars during 1000. 
These railroads paid out In wages 


$2,236,106 for that year. 


Tho other industries In the city tmv«

"I find myself marooned In London. 
Apparently every berth on steamers 
bound for America is taken till the end 
of September mid 1 am anxious to get 
home whtrc I can do away with official 
cares and talk us a private citizen. You 
know more In London about the mili- 
tary conditions of South Africa than 
It Is possible for any one to know at 
Cape Town. 
"While 1 have resigned 
from 
tho 


consular service, my resignation does 
not take effect until I reach Washing- 
ton, hence it is Impossible for me to say 
anything. You can learn muoh more 
from returning officials than It is pos- 
sible to learn from any one else coming 
from the Cape. 
"The South African problem Is un- 
doubtedly difficult 
and 
complicated. 
The topography of the country and the 
mobility of the Doers whom the English 
colonels are unable to pursue Individ- 
ually renrler operations most difficult. 
The British are feeding many Boer 
prisoners und providing for thousands 
Of Boer families ull of which Is very 
nice on the purt of England. But In 
the meanwhile the war drags on. There 
is a great future for South Africa when 
peace Is secured. Tho surface of her 
mineral wealth Is scarcely scratched. 
Undoubtedly England Is prepared to 
solve the problem of reunification; but 
when that will occur, certainly no per- 
son at the Cape In able to say."

WO STEAMSHIP disasters in one day and both 


of them due to carelessness is a sufficient proof 
that the interests of the traveling public are 
not as carefully protected as they migiit be. 


It is really wonderful -when one considers the number 


Of passengers that are being rushed across the country 
by steam and by electricity on the railroads, and along 
rivers, lakes and oceans in steamboats that a larger 
number of lives are not sacrificed. A certain number of 
accidents are unavoidable, and such will always happen, 
but the number of these is much less than is commonly 
supposed. Certainly the disasters to the Islanaer and 
tho City of Golconda do not belong to the unavoidable 
list 


Fortunately for the traveling public the transporta- 


tion companies have found 'by experience that it is greatly 
to their interest to protect the public to the fullest pos- 
sible extent. A. proper fear of claims for damages and 
suits for their enforcement have been more potent than 
regard for the public safety in. securing better construc- 
tion, better maintenance and better operation, \uese 
three things are the basis of safety for the traveling 
public, and they are-far too important to be left entirely to' 
the-self-interest of the railway and steamship lines. 


The state is concerned'not less than the individuals 


in every railway and steamship disaster, and the invari- 
able rule should be followed' in all such cases o£ careful 
Investigation and stern punishment of the guilty and the 
careless whether they be'employes or officers of .the 
corporation;

JUDGE BELFORD ON THE BRIBERY 


INVESTIGATION.

HERE is hope for the state and for Denver when' 
such men as Judge Belford so fearlessly and 
straightforwardly denounce corruption and de- 
mand the fullest investigation in order that the 


guilty may be punished whoever they may be. and that 
:he evils that have become so notorious may cease to 
exist 


Judge Belford's words are startling. 
They deserve the widest publicity. 
"It is high time the public should arouse itself to the 
jravlty of the situation with which it is at present con- 
!ronted. The exposure in the Anderson case is simply 
:ho culmination of influences which I am credibly in- 
formed have been operating in the West side court for 
some time. 


"I have been informed that for years back it has 


been part of the policy of the district attorney's office 
to regard with marked disfavor any juror who had the 
courage to vote for acquittal. 
The gentlemen in that 


office seem to more anxious to multiply the number of 
scalps on their belt in the w*y of convictions than to 
aid in the honest and impartial execution of the laws 
of the land. 
How many poor devils have been rail- 


roaded to the penitentiary who were innocent, under the 
pressure of the district attorney's office and the con- 
nivance of corrupt bailiffs, the public will never know. 


"I'have been credibly informed that some of iue dis- 


trict judges have hesitated to call a grand jury, for the 
rottenness that would be exposed by an honest inquisition 
would shock the conscience of the state and cover it 
with disgrace in the eyes of the nation. If that be true, 
then it ie high time that such an inquisition should be 
aade and tills leper house of corruption and iniquity be 
thoroughly purged and fumigated. 
' 


"It would seem to me that the legal profession is 


specially interested in this matter. What client will 
lave the courage to go into a court when he feels that 
his rights are actually in the hands of trafficking bailiffs 
and mercenary professional jurors, who in the main 
are selected and put on these juries as a reward for the 
jolitlcal dirty work they have done at the primaries or 
In some convention. 


"If this grand jury is called, as I hope it will be, it' 


should be composed of the best men in this county — men 
who will have but one ambition and that is to expose alh 
rascals who have been in ,any way connected with pol- 
uting the streams of public justice. Let their Investlga- 
:lon 
cover the whole field, not only the criminal court, 


>ut the civil court. If any attempt is made to cover up 
the iniquity which every honest man believes exists and 
which every rascal knows does exist, then this commun- 
ty is on the tobogggan-Bllde to destruction. 


"Who will invest their money in a community where 


here is neither public nor private security? Who will 
take the responsibility of rearing their children in a 
community that idly stands by and possibly sanctions the 
corruption and weakening of their judicial institutions? 


"A courthouse should be the refuge of the weak, the 


oppressed and the poor, and not the engine used for their 
destruction. When a judge declares that his opinions are 
sacred I want him first to prove that he is infallible. 


"Public opinion is not going to be intimidated by 


hreats of punishing for contempt those who have the 
courage to express their utter detestation of the methods 
which the present inquiry has disclosed to exist' 


"What the people want to know is the extent ot the 


present corruption and' venality and how far they extend 
nto the past. It Is high time that we have a general 
louse-cleaning and ,that certain arrogant and insolent 
rascals be taught that there are some institutions that 
we intend at least to keep pure and beyond the touch of 
heir polluted fingers. 


"The character and reputation of .the state depend 


on the honesty and vigor with which this proposed in- 
vestigation is to be made. A special prosecutor whose 
reputation is above suspicion or reproach should be 
appointed to conduct it and the selection of the grand 
ury should not he trusted' to men whose honesty is a 
subject. of public discussion. 


"From such an investigation, conducted 
on honest 


ilnes; -honest men have nothing to fear and rogues will 
only, reap the punishment their iniquity merits." 


Thy alarming features of the situation could not. be 
^fgjreitilir or plainly set forth. It may 'be that the 


statemeijt of Judge Belford is somewhat exaggerated, and 
we hope for the honor of the state that it is, but the 
mere fact that such a statement is made' by n man of 
Judge Belford's character and experience is a sufficient 
reason, if none other existed, for demanding a thorough 
complete and unsparing investigation of, the courts of 
Denver and Arapahoo county. 


This the Oaaette believes will be had, for wa believe 


:hat public sentiment in Denver is at last arousc.l. to the 
evils that have menaced the city for so long, aud that 
:hcre is in Denver sufficient public sentiment of the right 
<ind, when it is aroused, to compel the punishment of 
.he guilty and the cessation of the evils. 


Towards this . result the wishes and sympathy, ol all

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TITLE MAKING IN ENGLAND AND AMERICA.

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Smong the more or less perplexing questions which the late session of the 


British parliament had to settle, was the future title of Edward VII. Victoria's 
:ltle. as Imperial appellations go, was very simple—Queen of Great Britain and 
Ttland, Defender of the Faith, Empress of India. Colonial Secretary Cham- 
berlain did not like It and immediately after the accession of the king made 
a proposition to add to It some modern royal improvements. Some malicious 
persons suggested that the great jingo statesman was endeavoring to curry 
favor with the new monarch with the view to a peerage when the post-coro- 
lation prizes and decorations are distributed next year. It Is due to Mr. Cham- 
jerlaln, however, to say that his friends claimed that his patriotic breast 
:hrobbed with a far nobler and loftier motive, namely, an intense desire to 
bind all the English speaking possessions more firmly to the mother country. 
ThiE was rather a cheap way of accomplishing that object If it could be done, 
lenldes at the same time bringing down the other bird, viz.: the deep grati- 
tude of his Imperial master. 


The Chamberlain suggestion was greeted with a chorus of commendation 


n the Tory newspapers, but when he gave t6 the world his pet name for his 
sovereign, all England was nearly unanimous that as a royal title maker, he 
was a dismal failure. "King of Great Britain and Ireland and of Greater 
Britain beyond the Seas" was-the extraordinary verbal adornment which was 
forged In the Chamberlain brain and brought down on its author the ridicule 
of both the mother country and the colonies. Mr. Edward Tales, In his brll- 
lant London newspaper, disposed of the unmeaning absurdity of the thing in 
.his fashion: "Greater Britain" is a clap-trap expression, scarcely, rising above 
:he level of political slang. It was the telling title of Sir Charles Dilke's book; 
end from the publisher's point of view was a happy hit. But it Is not the 
name of any organized political community. It is not even a geographical ex- 
iression. Besides 'Greater Britain beyond the Seas' implies a 'Lesser Britain 
vlthln the Sens'—the 'narrow seas' as they used to.be called. Great Britain is 
a term which may be inoffensively used to designate Great Britain with her 
colonies and dependencies, as distinguished from Great Britain without them, 
out cannot be fittingly employed to describe the colonies and dependencies • to 
ho exclusion and disparagement of the mother country. We are not content 
o dwindle Into Little Britain." 


Then came a smalt Niagara of suggestions. The governor general of Can- 
nda and his ministers, having been consulted, proposed that after the present 
IHe there be added the words: "King' of Canada, Australia, South Africa, 
ind all the British Dominions beyond the Seas," or "King of Great Britain and 
reland, Emperor of India, and Sovereign Lord of all the British Dominions 
beyond the Seas." Australia made this contribution: "Of Great Britain and 
reland King,. Defender of the Faith, Emperor of India, and Sovereign Lord 
if the British Realms beyond the Seas." Lord Salisbury stepped on the scene 
lext and, in his speech on the "Title bill,"'in the house of lords, proposed to 
et the king within the next six months have the. privilege of re-christening 
ilmself, intimating that he would probably do it |ni this style: "Edward .vn., 
by the Grace of God, of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and 
all the British Dominions beyond the Seas,' King, Defender of the Faith, Em- 
peror of India." "Defender of the Faith," we are assured, was designedly 
ilaced where It stands among the string of titles in order that the king's Mos- 
em and Hindoo subjects should be convinced that' no .effort would be made 
on the part of the crown to convert them to the faith,he will solemnly swear 
o defend. In other words, he will be a Christian in the kingdom and the re- 
rerse of it in the great eastern possessions that'scorn Christianity. What a 
mockery the whole thing is! 
' 


When the first •congress under the present Constitution met the members 
it It found that,they hod some'title-making to,do: It arose over the title of 
he president. Upon this point the senate and house of representatives differed 
The former wanted to style him: "His Highness, George Washington, President 
of the United States and Protector of Their Liberties." The;house held out 
against the ridiculous characterization' and finally won. The father of his 
country got no other title than that of "George Washington, President of the 
United States." And so it has descended to-'altihls successors, the simplest 
and .the greatest title on earth.

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PROGRESS AT PUEBLO.

HE SCALE .upon which improvements are being 
made at Pueblo is shown by the announcement 
that the first of .the six new blast furnaces is 
now completed and ready fqr use. • Work of con- 


struction has been going on day and night for a year and 
a half and the furnace cost $750,000. It consists in the 
main of a vast cylinder of holler iron 100 feet high and 
ined' six feet thick all around with flre- brick. The skipway 
or steel hoisting frame on one side weighs 80 tons. Four 
joiler plate stoves for the hot air blast are each 100 feet 
high and 22 feet in diameter and filled with flre brick 
lues. These, with two Immense engines of the finest 
jattern, bring the cost of the furnace up to over 
!1,000,000. Work of construction o£ the other five is 
well started. 


Such large enterprises as these are sure to bring a 


large increase of population not only from those actually 
unployed at the steel works but from others in1 many 
different occupations. 


The prospects for rapid growth and development at 


Pueblo were never better than now.

Colorado to Adopt the Land Tax." 


(Topeka Capital.) 
Like Kansas, Colorado recently creat- 
ed a tax commission to go through the 
state laws and recommend changes, but 
particularly "to Investigate the tax 
laws of New Zealand and the Austra- 
lian colonies, and the effect of such 
laws." 
The commission consisted of three 
senators, the chairman andfnost active 
member being James W. Bucklin. The 
commission has rendered an extensive 
report, which seems to be in fact the 
report of Senator Bucklin, and which 
has been printed. In a preface to the 
report, Senator Bucklin says: 


"One 
of the most persistent objectlona 
to a system of land value taxation bos 
been the claim that such system was a 
mere theory and not practical. 
The 
system of land value taxation now ex- 
isting In the colonies of Australasia 
forever silences such contentions." Sen- 
ator Bucklin later adds: "My hope is 
that the American states, and first of 
all my own state of Colorado, may 
likewise find relief 
from intolerable 
fiscal and economic conditions, by 
adopting the rational system of taxa- 
tion which has been BO succesiful in 
the progressive colonies of Australa- 
sia." 
•

Senator Bucklin, we hope, will not be 
disappointed. Nothing is more desir- 
able than that some one state, and pre- 
ferably Colorado, should experiment 
with novel taxation schemes for the 
benefit of the rest of the country. 
In the preparation of his report Sena- 
tor Bucklin went to Australia, traveled 
upwards of 20,000 miles and made a 
study of the practical operation of the 
Australian laws under favorable cir- 
cumstances. Most of the tax laws of 
Australasia, he reports, arc neither 
novel nor worthy of special considera- 
tion. "But the colonies have one tax 
law, different from any In America, 
which may be called the Australasian 
land value law." It Is a law "taxing 
land according to its value, excluding 
all personal property therefrom." " .' 


The hasty reader at once leaps to the 
conclusion that thla Is Henry George's 
famous "single tax," but he is In error. 
The single tax Is not In existence,, eith- 
er in Australia or out' of Australia. The 
Australian tax is a small land.value 
tax in practical operation and' is ac- 
companied and supplemented by vari- 
ous other'taxes, as In Other states and 
countries. The. greater part of Austra- 
lian revenues are raised from other 
than the land value tax. It is riot, 
therefore, ,the • "solution of the 
tax 
problem.". Many Australian land tax 
champions vigorously; denounce Henry 
Oeorgeiem.

Furthermore, the Australian land 
value-tax is not a system. It is a de- 
tail. It is not a general act;-but'is the 
act of. several colonies, four out of the 
seven colonies having adopted the tax 
to secure .needed additional, revenues; 
New South Wales put it.in to' take 
:he place of tariff duties, and New Zea- 
land adopted it in place of the. general 
property .tax,, such as we have In Kan- 
sas,and Colorado. At first the land tax 
amounted to about 2; mills, .but It has 
oeen advanced.to over 6 mills and the 
tendency is to increase.this element in 
taxation .at a reduction; In' other ele- 
ments.

^The tax is, in fact, the appropriation 
ay the state for current expenses of a 
small part of, the rent of land, exclusive 
of improvements; which are exempt 
from taxation. That It has resulted-In 
stimulating building to a .considerable 
extenti'and in the breaking up and dis- 
posal by, non-resident owners -of their 
idle laijds held for; a,'speculative rise, 
seems, to; be the (general rtestimohy.

Says Senator Bucklin: . "My conclu- 
sions are, after-careful observation and 
the most minute an* painstaking ex- 
amination of all data which . I could 
procure, that the Australasian land 
value tax is the best fiscal measure, 
and the greatest fiscal success; ever 
adopted by any country or com- 
munity." 


We hope to see the enterprising state 


of Colorado take up\ this land value, or 
rent, tax and exploit'it. It is best, that 
some one state should try on these tax 
novelties, so.that in case of failure the 
whole:country will not be the sufferer, 
and we know of, no state that owes it 
more .to the country to formulate some- 
thing practical in a financial way than 
Colorado. 


Cuba and the Sugar, Question: 


(New 
York Evening Post.) 


The question of reciprocity or possi- 
ble free trade with Cuba has suddenly 
assumed great public Importance, but 
there lias.never been a moment, since 
the war with Spain began, when it did 
not figure largely In the minds of in- 
fluential persons arid classes in this 
country. Two events have given it fresh 
interest at this time. One is the en- 
largement of the cental 'stock of the 
Sugar Refining company, commonly 
called the Sugar trust,i by $15,000,000 
of new cash subscriptions, which points 
to the acquisition of properties in Cuba 
for the production of sugar. The an- 
nouncement of this addition to the capi- 
tal of the company was accompanied 
by a published Interview with Mr. H. 
O. Havemeyer,.in which he said that an 
application would be made to,congress 
for the admission of raw sugar from 
Cuba free of duty, and that in his opin- 
ion the application would be successful. 
The other fact of Immediate interest is 
the energetic protest issued by the do- 
mestic sugar-producers, both beet and 
cane, against any such proceeding. 
There are several elements in this 
problem which will need to be consider- 
ed before a solution can be reached. 
The first, and in the long run the mosl 
influential, is the situation of Cuba 
and the United States in reference to 
each other. The former, as our corres- 
pondent, Mr. Albert G; Robinson, set 
forth in our columns yesterday, is cap- 
able of producing as much sugar as Is 
now consumed in the civilized world 
The United States Is the largest sugar- 
consuming country In the world, and is 
situated within a few hours' sail ol 
this rich, sugar estate: What Cuba needs 
to call forth her energies In this line of 
industry is capital. The .United States 
can supply this requisite without stint 
arid will do so even under the terms ol 
the Dlngley tariff; much more under 
a system of free trade. ,Here lo a per- 
sistent force of self-interest, which co- 
incides in some degree .also with the 
public • interest, and which will "work 
untiringly and without ceasing for the 
inti eduction of raw sugar from Cuba 
free of duty, either with or«vlthout the 
annexation of the Island.; We are no 
prepared to say that Mr. Havemeyer 
was too confident In his prediction thai 
free sugar will win the fight at Wash- 
ington, although it 'may not win the 
fust battle. Of course, the beet-sugar 
and the cane-sugar Inteiests of tha 
United States will oppose any reductioi 
of the duties on raw sugar, and will de- 
mand that the other protected inter- 
ests shall make common cause with 
'them. 


The next element of importance is 
th« fact that the government derives a 
revenue of »60,000,000 per'annum from 
the duties on s,ugar. Undo* the Mc- 
Klnley tariff of i?90, the duties on ra' 
sugar .were -repealed, and this loss ft.

On the other 
land, the argument will be advanced 
that what the treasury loses In the way 
of revenue the pebple will gain In 
cheaper sugar.' In this argument there 
will be much force unless the Sugar 
rust finds some way to pocket the dlf- 
•erencp. It will do so if it can. That is 
p be expected, and is hot blameworthy, 
since business Is business, if the gov- 
rntrient arranges its affairs so that 
"Ohn -Doe or "Richard Roe can make 
hordlriate gains, it must expect them 
o take all that Is put in their way. 
One kind of arrangesent to put In- 
ordinate gains In the treasury .of the 
Sugar-trust would be to admit raw su- 
;af,free and to put a duly on refined. 
Another would be to admit supar-from 
SubaVfree and to tax the article grown 
n other countrls., Presumably the bulk 
of the sugar Industry of Cuba will be 
h American hands . before long, the 
trust having the Hon's share. To ad- 
mit the sugar of Cubans free and to 
ax that of the other .West Indies, 
would make them -rich beyond the 
Ireariis of avarice, and would ruin the 
British Islands, with the possible ex- 
ception of Jamaica and Barbados, 
Which are not wholly dependent on 
sugar. The sugar Islands of the Lesser 
Antilles are at the point of starvation 
all the time, and this blow would finish 
them.

Of course there is a middle ground 
ietween Cuban sugar free and the pres- 
ent duty of about two cents per poucfl. 
There have been hints at .Washington 
that the president would-recommend a 
reduction of 20 or 26 par ce'nt in favor 
of Cuba. All the principles which gov- 
ern the traffic, and which we have con- 
sidered above, apply to a reduced duty, 
as well as to an entire repeal. The do- 
mestic producers will oppose the repeal, 
and It remains to be seen how much the 
administration really desires to favor 
Cuban interests. The latter have the 
suspicion that reciprocity will be kept 
dangling before them just beyond their 
reach, as a lure for annexation,. and 
that the pecuniary temptation will 
eventually overcome what remains of 
the desire for independence in the isl- 
and, .

The Monroe Doctrine Not Involved, 


(New York Tribune.) 


Injudicious talk about the South Am- 


erican troubles continues on both sides 
of the ocean. Some Americans who 
should know better are clamoring that 
in order to maintain the Monroe doc- 
trine the United States ought at once 
to intervene between 
Colombia and 


Venezuela. On the other side the Ber- 
liner Tageblatt thinks the president of 
Venezuela may prove to be the rock 
against which the Monroe doctrine will 
be shattered. The Vossische Zeitung 
thinks that if the United States is not 
moved by imperialistic motives, but 
really desires the maintenance of peace, 
it ought to welcome European co-oper- 
ation on the coasts of the Caribbean. 
The 
Neue Freie Presse," of • Vienna, 


adds that on account of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty England has a word to 
say regarding events In Central Amer- 
ica.It should be understood, in the first 
place, that the Monroe doctrine Is not 
involved at all 'in any revolutions or 
conquests in or among the South Amer- 
ican states. Since the promulgation of 
that treaty there have been many wars, 
both foreign and'civil, in that continent, 
but the United States has not interfered 
In them. It has been and is the 'fixed 
policy of this country to be willing and 
ready at any time to exercise its friend- 
ly offices in behalf of peace, but at the 
same 'lime to refrain scrupulously from 
anything like interference in or coer- 
cion over the affairs of independent sov- 
ereign states, such as it holds the 
South American republics to be. If the 
Monroe doctrine was not involved In 
the war between Chill and Peru or in 
the Brazilian revolution, why should it 
be Invoked in the troubles of Colombia, 
Venezuela and Ecuador? There is not 
the slightest reason why we should 
meddle in those affairs in behalf of that 
doctrine, and there Is not the slightest 
fear that those troubles or any man 
concerned in them will prove a rock of 
disaster to the doctrine. 


The question of European co-opera- 


tion is a different matter, but it is read- 
ily to be disposed of. Since the United 
States has no thought of intervening 
forcibly In the domestic affairs of the 
South American states for any purpose 
—unless, in some contingency, not now 
expected, for the direct protection of 
Its own interests or for the general wel- 
fare of humanity—It Ilk Impossible for it 
to welcome European 
co-operation. 


Where there Is no operation there can 
be no co-operation. 
The one thing 


which It Is possible, though not prob- 
able, the United States may be called 
upon to do is to protect the Panama 
railroad from interrupt ion,-as it did In 
1880. If it should do that it would do 
so not at all because of the Monroe doc- 
trine, tout because of its specific treaty 
to that end, made with New Granada 
in 1846. That treaty concerns only the 
United States and Colombia. No other 
nation has any part or lot in it. As 
long ago as 1857 ttie United States gov- 
ernment (Mr. Cass, secretary of atato,

Interesting Copy? bf a J*aper Pub- 


lished While Gnmt Was Shelling 


the Mississippi Capital in '63.

Transit company, has in his possession 
a copy of the Daily Citizen, printed by 
the confederates during the siege of 
Vicksburg. 


Mr. Gulnn came into possession sonie 


month ago.. A passenger in one of ms 
cars was about to throw it away wh«n 
asked for it. 
The paper is printed on the back ot 
a sheet of wall paper. The terrible 
siege which that side had been suffer- 
ing had long before the issue of this 
paper exhausted the paper supply 6t 
the city. It is a one-page sheet and Is 
a foot wide by a foot and one-half long. 
It Is dated Thursday, July 2, 1863, 
but a note, the last printed on the sheet; 
Is dated July 4, 1863. J. M. Swords was 
the proprietor and editor. 


There are many items of Interest on 
the sheet. Brave deeds are praised; 
the weak points of the federal forces 
are magnified; and every possible en- 
couragement Is given to the confedef- 
erates to continue the 
fight. 
> : 
In speaking of General Lee's sue? 


cesses it refers to the Memphis BUlle* 
tin's account (a federal paper) of the 
battle, as follows: 
, 


"The former editors of the Bulletin 
being rather pro-southern men, were 
arrested for speaking the truth when 
truth was welcome to Yankeedom, and 
placed in the chain gang working at 
Warrentown where they now are. This 
paper at present is in duress and edit- 
ed by a pink-nosed, siabslded, toad- 
eating Yankee, who Is a lineal descend' 
ant of Judas Iscarlot. and a brother 
germaln of the greatest Puritanical 
sycophantic, howling scoundrel . un- 
hung—Parson Brownlow. • * * The 
"glorious union" Is now exceedingly 
weak in the.knees." 


The paper was. printed amid the din 


and clash of arms, the screech of shells 
and whistle pf bullets, which were the 
continual feature of the war In a be- 
leaguered city.

sacrificed for the sake ot the confed- 
erate's stomach. One article tells about 
eating mule meat and another gives 
the details of a swell dinner given by 
General Thomas. A pusay cat satisfied 
the epicurean tastes of the guests. 
.Under the side line; "On Dlt; That 
the great Yankee Generalissimo—sur- 
named Grant—has expressed his inten- 
tion of dining In Vicksburg on Sun- 
day next, and celebrating the 4th of 
July by a grand dinner, and so forth. 
When asked if he would ask General 
Jo'Johnston to join, he said: 'No! for 
fear there will be a row at the table.' 
Ulysses must get into the city before 
he dines In It. The way to cook a rab- 
bit, is 'first catch the rabbit.' " But .the 
rebels did not realize the strength of 
General Grant and a note attached to 
the paper two days after had to ad- 
mit that Grant had got the best pf 
them.

the policy of the United States;" and 
so, too, with any joint arrangement for 
enforcement 
of the neutrality laws. 
Again, in 1880, Mr. Evarts, secretary of 
state, informed the Colombian govern- 
ment that "any concession to Great 
Britain or any other foreign power, 
looking to the surveillance and possible 
strategic control of a highway of whose 
neutrality we are the guarantors, would 
be looked upon by the United States as 
introducing interests not compatible 
with the treaty relations 
which we 


maintain with Colombia." In brief, the 
United States alone guarantees the neu- 
trality of the Isthmus of Panama, and 
cannot admit the bo-operation of any 
other power therein. 


Our quotation from Mr. Evarts should 


be sufficient 
answer to the suggestion 
that Great Britain has something to say 
about the Isthmus of Panama. The 
Neue Freie Presse seems to think the 
Isthmus of Panama is in Central Amer- 
ica. It Is not. It has nothing whatever 
to do with Central America, and the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty has practically 
nothing to do with It. For the latter 
treaty was drawn to cover Central, not 
South America; and while it does 
contain a reference tp Panama and to 
a possible British protectorate over the 
railroad there, such a protectorate has 
not been established "by treaty stipu- 
lations," and the explicit utterance of 
Mr. Cass to Lord Napier; made seven 
years after the making of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty, indicates clearly enough 
the understanding and policy of the 
United States upon that point. 
Let us possess our souls in patience. 
The Panama railroad will be kept open. 
The rights of Americans and Europeans 
in South America will be respected or 
vindicated. 
The restless 
republics, 


either In peace or in war. will work out 
their own destiny. 
The Monroe doc- 


trine will be maintained in spirit and in 
letter. And In the achievement of such 
results there will be no .occasion for 
even the slightest straining of .friendly 
relations between the United States and 
all the rest of the world.
